NOWHERE TO LAND.

., Still Afloat on Transport Steamers With 


Inadequate Accommodations — The 
Bleak Spot Selected at Sandy Hook— 
A Miserable Night Without Sleep on 
_ the Steamer Cepheus—Gravity of the 
Situation at Quarantine—In Europe’s: 
Cities. 


New YORK, Sept. 12.—New York this morn- 
ing is most anxiously waiting for news from 
Fire Islund and from the lower bay, and the 
‘coming day may make another struggle be- 
‘tween the State troops and riot¢rs. 

When the telegraphic communication was 
‘cut off last night between this city and Baby- 
lonand Islip, L. I., it was announced that 
with the rising of to-day’s sun a mob of from 
600 t0 1,000 bay men of the neighborhood of 
Fire Island would muster from all parts of 
the great south bay and make a descent upon 
Fire Island with the intention of burning the 
Surf Hotel and its adjacent thirteen cottages 
to the ground In order to prevent those build- 
ings from being used to shelter the quaran- 
tined saloon passengers of the Normannia; 
the hotel and outbuildings were defended 
when the last news wasreceived from Fire 
Isiand by Président Wilson of the New York 
Board of Health, as well as a few employes 
and a score of New York reporters,who gath- 
ered there to describe the landing of the 
quarantined passengers. 

But the passengers were prevented from 
landing by the violence of the bay men, who 
threatened to burn the hotel and so fright- 
ened the pilot who was on the steamboat 


. bearing the Normannia’s passengers over 


the bar that he refused.to do his duty,~anda 


“ the Cepheus, the steamer to which the un- 


happy passengers wer? transferred after the 
Stonington was found to be unseaworthy,had 
to put back for Sandy Hook and subsequently 
transferred the Normannia’s first-class pas- 
sengers back to the Stonington and lodged 
the second-class passengers on board the 
New Hampshire. 

All the passengers passed a most miserable 
nightin the Horseshoe Bend on board the 


(vessels referred to, and as provisions were 


‘not easily cooked, and as sleeping accommo- 
dations were not of the best even for hardy 
soldiers and sailors, many of the detained 
people broke down completely and wept at 
their fate, while bewailing the apparent mis- 
management of the authorities. 

Gov. Flower has been telegraphed for and 
is hastening here with the announced inten- 
tion of calling out the State troops if neces- 
sary in order to obtain possession of Fire 
Island. On the other hand, the bay men 
hint that by the time the troops reach Fire 
Island the Surf Hotel and the hotel property 
surrounding it will be so many heaps of 
smoking embers. 

AT FIRE ISLAND. 

‘At 10 o’alock a- message from Fire Island 
stated: ‘‘A steam launch having on board 
thirty men’ from Bay Shore, which tied up at 
the dock here late last night, steamed away 
about 3 o’clock this morning. Dr. W. A. 
Baker, health officer of Isiip, who re- 
mained here all night, accepted the answer 
of Secretary Balch of the State board that 
the local board had no authority to inter- 
fere as final, ana counseled his 
fellow members against any further resist- 
ance to the landing of the Normannia’s pas- 
sengers. But the others decided to ignore 
the advice, and it was expected this morn- 
ing that 209 or 300 bay men and others would 
make an armed demonstration when the 
Cepheus arrives. Dr. Walter Voight arrived 
by a sail boatfrom Babylon about 11 o’clock 
Jastnight to relieve President Wilson of the

State property. At 38 o’clock this morn- 
ing Chief Dubols and steward Fisher 
with eighteen waiters and covks from the 
Hoffman House were sent down.

The 
petition was placed before Judge Barnard of 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, who issued an 
injunction restraining Gov. Flower, Dr. 

Jenkins and others from landing quarantined 
passengers on Fire Island. 

Fire Island, on which the eyes of the coun- 
try are suddenly turned, is about twelve 
miles from New York City, near the shores of 
Long Island, on which are situated many 
pleasure resorts and country seats of 
weaithy city business men. It is reached by 
ferries from Babylon. It contains a light- 
house, The village of the same name has a 
post-office, but the only buildings of import- 
ance are the Hotel Saenmijs and its cottages, 
which have been purchased as a refuge for 
the Normanuia’s passengers. 

THE SITUATION GRAVE, 
There is in some quarters a disposition to 


belittle the grayity of the situation at Quar- 
antine now that it has been shown that the 
health authorities have successfully fought 
cholera for eighteen-days. But it must not 
be forgotten that about 4,500 people are now 
in Quarantine and that before the flood of 
emigration ceases there willi« be about 
10,000 people to be cared for at the gates of 
New York. j 

The Quarantine barracks at Hoffman Island 
are already over-taxed and all the infected 
wards are full. Happily the Government 
Camp in Sandy Hook (Camp Low) is about 
ready for occupation, and the Surf Hotel, on 
Fire Island, may be made if the bay men per- 
mit or if the State authorities triumph, with 
its thirteem cottages and 125 acres of land, to 
accommodate more people. than. those 
which could be taken there’ from 
the Normannia. itis anopen question as to 
whether even these preparations will meet: 
the requirements. However, even should 
furthér camping grounds be required they will 
be promptly provided by the Federal authori- 
ties or by the State, as bothare now appar- 
ently working in harmony. There is no 
doubt, it may be added, that the health 
authorities, as represented by Dr. Jenkins, 
have not recelved the offers of co-operation 
of Secretary of the Treasury Foster with the 
amount of grace which should have been 
accorded to such offers. It is therefore 
hoped that all friction will wear away and 
that red tape and faise pride may not be al- 
lowed to bar the way to success in repelling 
the invasion of cholera. 

There is still room for much improvement 
inour fortifications, but the city may be 
said to be ina better state of defense than 
it ever was before, and a feeling of equa- 
nimity has given place to anv feeling of 
alarm which may have existed in some 
quarters here. ‘Though thisis the case, itis 
expected that there will be no relaxation in 
the precautionary measures being taken. 

IF A STORM COMES, 

There is stilla feature of the slege which 
has not been calculated toany great extent 
and that is the danger to which the quaran- 
tined ships and passengers will. be exposed if 
the reguiarly expected mid-September storm 
breaks upon the coast. In that' case the suf- 
fering of the detained passengers may be 
great and there will be dangerthat the quar- 
antined steamers may drag thelr anchors 
and foul each other, or even go ashore. In 
the latter case the loss of life might be great, 
in the former case there might also be 
loss of life, especially among the 
women and children. Wooden bulldings 
on Sandy Hook andeven the more comfort- 
able houses on Fire Island are not the kind of 
places where women and ehildren can be ex- 
pected to find good shelter during the early 
storms. 

The example set by the two King’s Daugh- 
ters, Miss Elien Hill and Miss Alice Lyon, 
both nurses fromthe Presbyterian Hospital 
here, who on Saturday went to Swinburne 
Island as volunteers to nurse cholera 
patients, has been followed by the Jesuit 
Fathers and by the Salyation Army. Both 
the Jesuits and the Salvationists are now 
prepared to send church soldiers into the 
field to meet the invading enemy.. 

The more we hear from the quarantine pas- 
sengers the more they become convinced that 
there has been mismanagement and negiect 
in the conduct in the battle against cholera, 
but the strain upon the quarantine offictals,, 
accustomed to a more easy-going and pleas- 
ant ilfe, has been tremendous, and the fact 
remains that the cholera has been so far ex- 
cluded from our shores. Consequently it 
would not be ert to pound the officials too 
hard,: even 1if it is true that some of the 
quarantined passengers have been put to un- 
necessary inconvenience. Také any three 
doctors in the United States and they would 
have a hard job to please everybody while 
handlin about twenty-five quarantined 
steamshins, attending to the regular business 
of the port and looking after the health, etc., 
of some 35,000 people, visiting several hospit- 
als and on duty night and day.

SANDY HOOK, 
THE PLACE USED AS A REFUGE FOR PASSENGERS 
ON CHOLERA SHIPS. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Sandy Hook is a point 
ofland jutting out from the Jersey coast into 
the water at the mouth of New York Bay. 
The point is barren of any growth that'might 
serveas a barrier to the full sweep of the 
wind. The sand rolis gently up, its only 
covering being clumps of coarse grass that 
barely reaches the knees. The beach is clean 
incomparison with other stretches further 
west, and efforts are now making to render it 
free of all foreign things by burning them. 
An order was received by the officer in com- 
mand to see that no refuse was allowed to 


collect, and men were set to work building 
fireshere and there and throwing into the 
flames everything the sea has cast up. 

The water on every hand, as far asthe eye 
can reach, is guiltless of. any floating thing 
that could be objected to. The shelving 
beach under the clear, green waves is clean 
andfirm. A better bathing beach cannot be 
imagined. It had the advantage of affording 
any sort of bathing. desired. On the point 
when the sea is calm there are long swells 
that answer for surf, and when the bosom of 
the water is.troubied great breakers dash in 
and roll farup on the heaving sand, Around 
the point the waves seldom roll up in a 
flercer mood than the wavesof a rapidly 
running river.

NO ABATEMENT OF THE EPIDEMIC AT HAMBURG— 

: OTHER CITIES. 

HAMBURG, Sept. 12.—In consequence of the 
deadlock in business at Hamburg growing 
out of the cholera epidemic, hundreds of 
Italian laborers who had been employed 
there are returning to Italy and there. 
grave danger of thelr carrying the de 
affliction with them. 
fected districts maintain the sporad: 
ofthe disease. 

A vessel from Hamburg with*$33 
of hides on board has been refused admission 


to the port of Trieste and the owner has been 
notified that the hides will be burned if the 
vessel is not forthwith: returned to the port 
from whence it came, 

On Saturday there were reported 810 fresh 
cholera cases, 257 deaths and 457 interments, 
and on Sunday 798 fresh cases, 281 deaths and 
492 interments. The epidemic is increasing 
in Barmbek and Aisterdorf but is abatiny 
elsewhere. The average fatality is two out 
five. Splendid weather prevailsand all the 
churches and promenades were crowded yes- 
terday. Socialist papers assert that 15,000 
persons in Hamburg are destitute. , 

Itis a curlous coincidence thaton the day 
when the police first declared the presence of 
cholera in Hamburg, at 1:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon, a meeting of the consuls of 
England, America and other powers had 
been arranged over night for 2 o’clock the 
same afternoon toconsider the question of 
declaring Hamburg infected.

ON CANADA’S BORDER, 


GUARDING ALL POINTS AGAINST CHOLERA IN- 
VASION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 12.—The news re- 

ceived from the Marine Hospital surgeons in- 
specting the stations along the Canadian 
border adds to the confident and comfortable 
feeling of the Government offfcials. 
» This inspection is intended to be thorough. 
One of the surgeons is travelfmg from a point 
onthe Maine line and the other west from 
Detroit. Both are men of expefience and 
bave authority to strengthen any weak 
places. 

Surgeon-General Wyman says that with the 
precautions against invasion as complete on 


the Canadfan line as they are on‘the ocean 
line the danger of cholera will be materially 
lessened. Dr. Wyman explained: 

‘*There are three classes of inspectors now 
on duty along the border—tlie customs in- 
spectors, the reguler immigrant inspectors 
and the medical inspectors. They torm a 
triple line of safety, which ought to count for 
a 200d deal in this emergency. 

‘*The customs inspectors and the immi- 
grant inspectors have been under special! in- 
structions to be on guard against cholera ever 
since early inJuly. Atthattime the disease 
was confined to Kussia, but because of-the 
moving westward of large bodies of refugees 
from that couatry it was thought wise totake 
every precaution. 

‘*‘When the disease reached Hamburg and 
Havre, then we began increasing this inspec- 
tion service everywhere, and tothe corps of 
regular officials was added a corps of meilical 
inspectors, whose duty it is toassist the 
other inspectors in the matter of passing on 
the health of immigrants and fumigating 
baggage. It was thought advisable to have 
this work performed by regular physicians 
at as many places as possibie. 

‘*‘Asa result we have responded to every 
suggestion about the appointment of a medi- 
calinspettor atan important point until we 
have nowa good sized force in commission. 
Nearly twenty of these inspectors have been 
appointed since Aug. 25, and we stand ready 
to appoint that many more upon reliable 
representation that thelr services are 
needed, 

‘*rhe Canadian line is covered now by ap- 
pofntments of this kind from Maine to North 
Dakota. The stations there provided for 
are: Vanceborag, Me.; Island Point, Newport, 
Richford and st. Albans, In Vermont; Og- 
densburg, Suspension Bridge, Moore’s Junc- 
tion, Rouse’s Point, Fort Covington, Malone 
and Oswego, in New York; Cleveland, Q. ; De- 
troit, Sault Ste. Marie, Port Huron and St. 
Clair, \ich., and Pemboro, in North Dakota. 

‘‘Our territory, therefore, is well covered 
tin that quarter, and vigilance Is being mani- 
fested equal to that at the seashore, ’’ 

MONTREAL, Sept., 12.—The Government has 
decided notwithstanding the objections of 
the Dominion authoritiesto goahead with 
quarantine legislation, The proclamation 
pronibiting all vessels from cholera infected 
ports from bringing immigrants to Province 
or landing at any point in the province of 
Quebec will vigorously enforce it. If the 
Dominion Government interferes the issue 
will be brought before the courts and by the 
time a hearing isreached ft is likely that 
all danger trom cholera will be over,

THE PLAGUE’S MARCH. 
COoUesSE FOLLOWED BY THE CHOLERA ON ITs 
WAY WESTWARD. 

Now that the scourge of Asiatic cholera has 
gone more than half way round the world 
and stands at the gateways of the United 
States seeking dd mission so that ic may con- 
tinue its journey to the westward, it may not 
prove uninteresting to sketch the course the 
disease has taken since it began to be first 
reported in Asia during the present epidemic. 

In February deaths from cholera in Afgban- 
istan were reported. Then the disease spread 
to Persia and scattered the inhabitants of 
Meshed, From Meshed the cholera seemed 
to have followed the caravan routes in two 
directions. Towards the northeast it passed 
through samarcand to TaschKend, where the 
Turcomans gave @n intelligent example to 
the superstitious Russians. 

While at Astrakhan and elsewhere the Rus- 
sian people made riots against sanitary 
measures and sought to,murder doctors and 
burn hospitals, the native Turcomans, whom 


s are supposed to civilize, had the 
intartinence to attack, not the doctors, but

The water 
from this source is pure, but very calcareous. 
Analysis showed that the water contained 
only some fifty-nine microbes to the @abic 
centimeter, and a good deal of chalk. 

Some ignorant functionary imagined 
chalk, which is a most innocent and non 
oisonous substance, was injurious; and 
urther, not knowing anything about bac- 
terlology, was greatly alarmed at the pres- 
ence of a few microbes in the water. 

Unfortunately the prison is also supplied 
with Seine water, taxen from the riverof 
Suresues, not far from the Bols de Boulogne 
race course. ‘The prison fupnctionary gave 
this river water to the prisoners to drink, 
It contained 87,000 microbes to the cubic cen- 
timeter, according to Dr. Miquel’s aralysis. 

The result was fifty-four cases of cholera 
within the prison and forty-four deaths, 
Soon the epidemic spread. Suresnes, 
Puteaux, Neulily, Asnieres, St. Dennis, Au- 
bervilliers, Argenteull, and, in fact, all the 
suburbs tothe north and westof Paris were 
infected. Persons of allages contracted the 
disease and died with appalling suddenness. 

The suburbs of Paris being governed bya 
multiplicity of small municipalities, there Is 
no general statistical record, but it is said 
that the deaths since the first appearance of 
the disease have exceeded 500, and that the 
proportion of mortality is extraordinarily 
high. The disease shortly after attacking 
the suburbs reached Paris. 

Then came the outbreak at Hamburg, 
whose ocean steamers have brought it to the 
gates of New York. 


GARRETT CHOSEN. 


The St. Louis County Republican Conven- 
tion at Clayton. 


CLAYTON, Mo., Sept. 12.—The County Re- 
publican Convention to-day, whith was ex- 
pected to be exceedingly lvely, failed to 
turn that way. jit was thought the I!ll-feeling 
engendered between the factions by the 
Dosenbach-Smith tragedy would break out In 
the convention, but there wasno occasion 
for it, as it was too one-sided. The big six 
combination of which Dosenbach was the 
leader, was utterly routed at the Congres- 
sional primaries two months ago, and at the 
county primaries Saturday last they made 
a very poor showing. The fight was 
over the double-barreled office of 
Sheriff and Collector which pays 
something like $8,000 per year. Under the 
scheme and charter the office of sheriff and 
collector is filled by one person. The 
‘county ring,’’ as it has been called, ‘tried to 
capture the nomination and it was 
made the leading issue at the 
primaries; the opposition put up Charles 
C. Garrett and carried every one of the five 
townships. Garrett is Dosenbach’s deputy; 
in the congressional fight between hkhinsey 
and Bartholdt he sided with Kinsey. The 
Sheriff and his deputy wereaboutto dis- 
solve relationship when the _ tragedy 
occurred. This affair kept Garrett in 
office. Before the convention opened there 
was considerable confusion inthe County 
Court-house. It was settled early that the 
anti-Garrett forces were entfrely too weak to 
make any show!Ing ana bets of 20 to 1 were 
offered that no other name would be pre- 
sentted. The harmonizers were at work all 
morning arguing the discontinuance of fac- 
tioual feeling. Prominent among this class 
of workers were County Chairman W. B, 
Bain and Maj. T. D. «Kimball of Kirkwood, 
Though in town, Sheriff Dozenbach did not 
show himself among the delegates. He did 
not even put in an appearance at the Court- 
house, but remained in hishome. This was 
indeed in strange contrast to ijhis former ac- 
tivity in the county conventions, 

THE CONVENTION OPENS. 

The County Committee met shortly before 
11 o’clock and selected T. D. Kimball of Kirk- 
wood, Temporary Chairman, and W. B. Hal- 
locher of Manchester, Secretary. Both were 
against the Clayton crowd In the Congres- 
sional struggle, Which led up to Maj. 
Smith’s death. The convention was opened 
shortly before 12 o’clock by’Chairman Bain 
of the County Committee. He introduced 
Maj. Kimbali, who made a speech, urging 
harmony. The Republicans, he said, had St. 
Louls County solidly, and wonld hold it 
as long as the members stayed 
together and nominated good officers. The 
movement to disassociate the Offices of Col- 
lector and Sheriff was sprung. Since the late 
trouble the sentiment has spread throughout 
the county that one man in charge of 
both offices had entirely too much 
ofa pulland snap. Aresolution was intro- 
duced by Judge Alexander McElhanney of 
Central Township to have the Senator and 
tepresentatives to the General Assembly urge 
an amendment giving St. Louis County of- 
fices, and he made a speech urging its adop- 
tion. It was referred to a committee. 

A recess was then taken for dinner.

Paris, Sept. 12,—The photograph studio in 
the Rue de Buffon, in which a fatal explosion 
occurred Saturday night, was kept by a man 
named Chapron. It seemsthat the disaster’ 


was caused‘by Madame Chapron’s dropping 
a carboy containing sixteen quarts of collo- 
dion. The fumes from the collodion reached 
a stove in the drying room and a fearful ex- 
ploston at once occurred, which shattered 
the whole house. A number of persons who 
were in the building when the accident hap- 
pened wefe fearfully Durned by the sheets of 
flame which shot throughout the whole place 
and were injured in the ‘most ag- 
onizing manner by the force of 
the explosion, their limbs and bodies 
being disjointedand covered wit! hundreds 
of painful cuts, the latter injuries belng 
caused by the showers of Shattered glass 
which flew in every direction and cut through 
clothes and flesh to thevery bones. Two 
women jumped from a window to escape the 
torture to which they were belng subjected 
and thereby received: additional hurts. A 
child ran shrieking}into thejstreet with its en- 
tire body enveloped in flames ani was nearly 
cremated before any assistance could be ren- 
dered. The attending doctors fear that Mme. 
Chapron and a workman employed inthe 
studio will dle frcem the effects of the fright- 
ful injuries which they sustained, The flames 
set fire one by one to several other carboys of 
explosive chémicals and the whole house was 
soon ablaze. Mme. Chapron refused to leave 
the premises until she was assured her hus- 
band was safe. A search was made forthe 
husband and his body, charred beyond reec- 
ognition, was found hanging between the 
rafters, 


A FIERY TOMBS. 


THREE PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH IN A MON-

I have resided in that 
State for twenty-tlve years, and I know our 
party polled at least 60,000 votes, while the 
returns, if weever get any, will probably 
Zive us a total vote of 25,000, and seVen repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature instead of twen- 
ty-five or thirty. At our meeting to-day 
we will agree upon some certain action 
that will guarantee us protection. I want to 
say open and above board that if a repetition 
ofthe Arkansas fraud 1s attempted at.the 
November election our people wilitakeup 
arms and defend our principles, even if 
blood has tu be shed. We do 
not mind sO much being in 
the minority, but when eitherthe Kepublican 
or the Democratic party atteinpts to disfran- 
chise us there is going to be bloodshed, and 
the object of this joint session is to determine 
upon some concerted action to guaranteea 
free ballot anda fair count for the People’s 
Party.’’ :

Post-Office Clerks and Coopers in Session 
in St. Louis. 

This morning the National Association of 
Postal Clerks opened its fourth annwtal con- 
vention in the rooms of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. The association represents over 
three hundred post-offices, and since its 


} foundation has been steadily increasing in 


numbers. Owing to the factthat a presi- 
dential election is approaching the attend- 
ance at .the present convention is not 
so large as had been expected, but 
many ofthe most influéntial members are 
present and more are expected this evening 
and to-morrow merning. The delegates 
assein bled shortly after 11 o’clock and were 
called to order by President Osgood. 
POSTMASTER HARLOW’S ADDRESS. 

Postmaster John B. Harlow then delivered 
the address of welcome. He stated that. all 
St. Louis Post-ofice employes were most 
happy to see their fellow workmen in their 
midst and would do their best to 
make their stay in the city a 
pleasant one, The organization of post-office 
employes for their commoninterest and the 
good of the service was to be highly recom- 
mended, and promoted good feeling, esprit 
de corps and general efficiency. The Na- 
tional Association of Post-office Clerks bad 
aiready accomplished much, aid would ina 
the future, no doubt, accomplish more. 

TILE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

A short address was then delivered by Hon, 
John J. O’Nelll, welcoming the delegates to 
the city, and speaking in favor of more 
equitable and liberal rules in regard 
to the classification of postal 
clerks. President William V. Osgood 
then delivered the annual address. Ile 
opened by giving an account of the incep- 
tion and growth of the order and the good 
that had already been accomplished. A Dill 
had been passed in 1890 providing for a better 
Classification and increased compensation 
for postal clerks, but it was far from being 
sufficient. Some were given their due by the 
bill, but a greater number were noc. In 
addition, while annual vacations amounting 
to fifteen days had beep granted, 
no appropriation had been made covering 
the entalied, and this had in 
many cases prevented the law being carried 
Jnto effect. Another “bill, covering the 
points omitted inthe first was ‘before Con- 
gress, and met with nearly universal favor, 
but owing to the approach of the presi- 
dential canvass, and the press of business, 
had not been taken up. To Congressman 
Wilson of Missourl was due great credit for 
keeping the bi.l before the attention of the 
Hiouse of Representatives, and by his 
aid it wes hoped. . that it might 
be passed during the coming session. All, 
however, should aid in bringing tnfluences to 
bear to secure the passage of the bill. Presi- 
Jent Osgood closed by reviewing the work 
done by postal clerks, their !mporfance to 
the community, and stated that by reason of 
faulty classification they received less ade- 
quate compensation than almost any class of 
Government emploves,

The President then appointed the Commit- 
tee on Credentials, after which an adjourn- 
ment was taken.

Prospect of a Lively State Convention 
Here To-Morrow. 

The Annual Missouri State Convention of 
the Catholic Knights of America will be 
opened in_ St. John’s School Hall, Sixteenth 
and Wain PampRets, to-morrow morning. All 
of the seventy-five delegates and as many 
other members of the society as can reach 
the Laclede Hotel at 8:30a. m., will form in 
procession there and march to St. John’s 
Church, Sixteenth and .Chestnut streets. 
At Q9o’clock Rev. Father Brady, 
the spiritual director of the State 
organization will ceiebrate solemn high mass 
and invoke the aid of the divine wisdom 
upon the deliberations of the convention. 
Many members of the ©: K. of A. hope that 
Fatber Brady’s prayers will be efficacious, 
and that the delegates will bevery devout 
to-morrow morning for fear their minds may 
runinchannels dark and worldly, and em- 
ploy the timeof the sacred ceremonies to 
plot combinations and schemes for the 
manipulation of the convention. «The 
anxious ones are hoping that the delegates 
will go to mass wiih a fertile spirit, in which 
the seeds of grace,planted by Father Brady’s 
prayers will grow and choke off the weeds of 
dissension which are said to have found root. 

The issue of the convention will be the 
election of two delegates to the Supreme 
Council of the order which meets in 
Chicago on the second Tuesday in 
May next. The Missouri Council 
bas been a chronic opponent of the supreme 
officers at several supreme councils and un- 
der a series of administrations.

Robert Downing in the ‘‘Gladiator’’— 
Other Histronic Attractions. 


In spite of the unfavorable weather a large 
audience assembled at the Grand Opera- 
house last night to witness the performance 
of the ‘*Gladiator’’ by Robert Dowing. The 
manneérinwhich Mr. Downing handled his 
part showed great originality and a marked 
improvement over his workin former years. 
The strong situations were done complete 
justice too, but there was no suspicion of 
rant or over-acting, a common fault with 


those who attempt this play. Deep 
fecling and strong but repressed and 
dignified passion, were the characteristics 
of his conception of the character of tue 
Gladiator. His fine physique was displayed 
to great advantage in the scene in the arena, 
the only criticism to be made being that in 
the combat, the fact that tie Roman sword 
was a thrusting, not a cutting weapon, 
seems to have been overlooked. A noticeable 
improvementin Mr. Downing’s acting Is the 
manner in which he modulates his voice. His 
deep, clear tones and distinct enunciation 
aaded much to the effect of his part.

THE MAINE ELECTION. 


‘‘As Maine goes so goes the Union,’’ 
was knocked out and permanently retired 
asafall campaign cry years ago. But 
Republican organs are now Claiming that 
Maine’s vote in September shows at least 
how New England will vote in November. 
They tell us that if the Republican plu- 
rality in to-day’s election in Maine goes 
above 19,000 it will show that the admin- 
istration has helped the party and that the 
ticket 
indorsement 
swept all New England, 
necticut.’’ 

Let us see about this. 

In September, 1890, Maine elected a Re- 
publican Governor by a plurality of 18,883 
and all the Republican candidates for Cen- 
gress by the usual pluralities. But how 
did New England go in November a few 
weeks later? 

Massachusetts elected a Democratic Gov- 
ernor by aplurality of 6,437, and instead 
of returning ten Republicans and only two 
Deocrats to Congress elected seven Dem- 
ocrats and only five Republicans, the Dem- 
ocratic net plurality on Congressman being 
6,523 or a little more than on Governor. 

In a few weeks after the Republican vic- 
tory in Maine New Hampshire elected two 

emocrats in place of two Republicans to 
Congress by pluralities aggregating 1,492, 
and the Republican. nominee for Governor 
barely escaped defeat by a pitiful plurality 
of 98 votes. 

Connecticut in November showed up 
with a Democratic plurality of 3,686 on 
Governor, and a still larger Democratic 
plurality en Congressmen, her delegation 
being changed to three Democrats and one 
Republican from three Republicans and 
one Democrat. 

Rhode Island on the same day changed 
her delegation in Congress from two Re- 
publicans to two Democrats elected by clear 
majorities over all opponents. 

Even Vermont discredited the Maine 
‘*nointer’’ that time by cutting her 28,404 
majority of 1888 down to 14,168 in Novem- 
ber, 1890. 

Thus we see that New England is as 
little bound as the Union is to go in 
November as Maine goes in September. 
A considerably reduced. Republican vote 
to-day will show only, that Maine, as 
well as Vermont, is at last beginning to 
be affected by the causes that have so 
visibly weakened or overwhelmingly de- 
feated the administration’s party in most 
of its former strongholds.

WHAT BRITISH AGGRESSION MEANS IN 
SOUTH AMERIOA. 


ItIsa Menace to Every Republic—True 
History of the Boundary Controversy 
Which Brings About the Present Crisis 
—Constant Encroachments Upon a 
Weak Nation—W hat ths Admiral’s 
Sealed Ordsrs May Contain. 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, Sept. 12.—The sealed 
instructions delivered to Admiral Walker on 
board the Chicago intrusted him with a mis- 
sion more important, it is. belleved, than 
any that have been confided to an American 
naval officer in recent years. The long con- 
ference which President Harrison held with 
acting Secretary of State Adee on his recent 
visit to Washington; the consultation be- 
tween Secretary Tracy and Mr. Ade’ yester- 
day before Admiral Walker’s instruc- 
tions were finally agreed upon; the 
carefully worded official statement given out 
that Admiral Walker was directed to pursue 
a vigorous course in dealing with the situa- 
tion in Venezuela, especially in connection 
with foreiga aggression, all take on nowa 
significance. Admiral Watlker’s mission to 
La Guayra with his squadron will be, it 1s 
thought, to proffer the friendly intervention 
of the United States to the Venezuelaa au- 
thorities (whoever they may be by the time 
he arrives) for the purpose of preventing the 
final absorption of Venezuelan territory by 
Great Britain, and further to secure the 
restoration of the statu quo as to boundaries 
as it existed prior to 1887, and to obtain con- 
sent for the submission to arbitration of the 
question of title to the territory in dispute 
between the two governments. 

The key-note of the whole expedition ts to 
be found in a dispatch addressed to Mr. 
Blaine before his resignation by Mr. Peraza, 
the Venzuelan Minister at Washington. Mr. 
Peraza, in behalfofthe Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, earnestly and almost pathetically 
begged tae United States Government to in- 
teyvene to prevent the republic from final 
disruption andto secure the submission to 
arbitration of the questions in dispute with 
-Great Britain. 54 

ENGLAND’S DEMAND. 

The British Government, itis understood, 
demands that Venezuela relinquish her claim 
to all territory north of the Schornburgk 
line, which runs westward from Amacura, 
on the Orinoco delta, and that arbitration be 
limited to territory south of that line, on 
which Great Britain has already seriously 
encroached. The British now lay claim to 
almust the entire territory north of the Ca- 
roni and east of the Orinoco below the mouth 
of the Caronl. This inclides, of course, the 
vast territory of Yurari, wherein are situ- 
}atedthe rich and productive gold mines of 
Caratai Colloa. 

Aclear understanding of the controversy 
between Great Britain and Venezuela may be 
gained from tie following facts: 

In 1814 Great Britain, by virtue of a treaty 
of cession, acquiredthe Dutch colonies of 
Demerara, Essequiboand Brobice. England 
has never had any other title except that of 
which thetreaty in question speaks. The 
new masters, not content with possessing 
the territory to the shores of the Essequibo, 
advanced to the Pomeroon, taking advantage 
inthis way of the war of independence in 
which all of Spanish South America was 
at this tline engaged. Though 
scarcely emancipated, Colombia turned 
its attention, in 1822, to this wunwar- 
ranted occupation by the English, and began 
toassert its claims against England. The 
sreat Colombian Republic, a prey to internal 
dissensions, was dissolved in 1860. Venezuela 
recovered her sovereignty over the territory 
which she possessed when incorporated into 
Colombia. In i8#the English Legation rec- 
ognized voluntarily the sovereignty of Vene- 
zguela to Point Barima, upon the Oronoco, 
demanding that the Venezuelan Govern- 
|mentconstructed upon this point a light- 
| house, to assure the safety of the navigation 
of this great river. ‘ 

TAKING POSSESSION. 

In 1841 the English Government sent into 
Guiana the surveyor, Maj. Schomburg, who 
explored and penetrated as faras Barima 
and Amacura, planting posts, flags and other 
marks of possession. Under the protest of 
Venezuela Her Brittanic Majesty caused 
them to be removed, and made a declaration 
that they dia not signify a taking of posses- 
sion, but constituted only a preparation fora 
settlement of a boundary line. The efforts of 
Venezuela to settle the question by means of 
a treaty were from that time on in vain. But 
what is most remarkable is that the British 
claims have been augmented on each of these 
attempts. At first they touched the Morocco, 
then they extended to Barima, finally they 
were carried as far as Guiana, with the fur- 
ther demand of the free commerce and navi- 
gation of the Oronoco. 

ARBITRATION REFUSED. 

Venezuela, in accordance with her constl- 
tution, had constantly invoked, as a means 
of settling the controversy, arbitration—a 
plan so thoroughiy in harmony with the 
progress of civilization and so applauded by 
the public and statesmen of Great Britain, 
and in short proposed by this nation itself to 
the United Statesin questionsofa similar 
nature. Everything bas proved in vain, and 
although at one time Lord Granville had ac- 
cepted arbitration in writing, his successor, 
Lord Salisbury, refused it to Venezuela at the 
same time that he confirmed the agreements 
of the same Minister, Lord Granville, with Rus 
sia tn the matter of the boundary of Afghan- 
istan. Since then the state of affairs has 
been aggravated and has reached to-day a 
crisis. Since October, 1844, the British Goy- 
ernment has invaded the northern and west- 
ern ports of Gulana, passing the Pomeroon 
and advancing as far as the east bank of the 
Amacura, sending guards, placing marks of 
authority, establishing stations where the 
English flag floats, arresting and taking away 
the Venezuelan (Commissioner and affixing to 
the trees notices by which it declares that 
the region is under English contrel and men- 
acing intruders with punishment. All this is 
done in contempt of an agreement made with 
Venezuela by the Engish Government and in 
accordance with which two-partles coven- 
anted not to occupy orusurp the contested 


territory. 
WHAT WALKER WILL DO. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Admiral Walker with 
the flagship Chicago and the Philadelphia 
sailed for La Guayra yesterday. Admiral 
Walker, after meeting with the Concord and 
Kearsarge at Laguayra, is to make inquiry as 
to the rightsof the British Government in 
seizing additional territory in Venezuela 
during the insurrection, and whether in so 
Going the rights of Americans had been 
encroached ‘upon, and whether advantage 
had been taken of the Venezuelans in their 
time of disunion and weakness. Admiral 
Walker will also investigate the seizure by 
order of Gen, Urdaneta of the six refugees on 
the Read D steamer Venhegueia a few weeks 
ago. :

THOSE ARMS FOR CRESPO. 


MERCHANT GONZALES SAYS THE SOUTH PoRT- 
LAND’S CARGO IS NOT CONTRABAND. 


NEW YorK, Sept. 12.—Francis Gonzales, a 
merchant who cons!gned a shipload of muni- 
tions of war to himself at Port of Spain, 
Trinidad,and whose boat,the South Portland, 
containing the cargo, was detained by order 
ofthe United States Government on Satur 


day,went to Washington yesterday to lay his \. 


case before the State Department. He was 
accompanied by Guillelmo Smith, general 
agent for tobacco manufacturers, and Louis 
C. Raegener,a lawyer. Mr. Raegener has 
been Mr. Gonzales’ lawyer for several years 
and he advised his client that sending arms 


by the South Bortland to Trinidad was regu- 
lar. According to Lawyer Raegener, Mr. 
Gonzales isthe most important tobacconist 
in Venezuela. 

‘*He supplies the country with cigarettes,’’ 
said the lawyer yesterday, ‘‘and among the 
firms here with whom hedeals is §choitg & 
Sanchez of No, 24 State street. Far from 
being a shady character as Minister Bolet 
Peraza calls him, Iknow heis a reputable 
and successful merchant.’’ 

**What led Mr. Gonzales to buy a ship load 
ofarms and ammunition?’’ Lasked the law- 
yer. 

‘‘Business enterprise, nothing else. Iad- 
mit that Mr. Gonzales is afriend, I may saya 
partisan, of Gen, Crespo. But these goods 
were not intended directly for the Crespos or 
any other insurgents faction.:’’ 

‘*Why did he try to clear the cargo for Port 
of Spain, Trinidad?’’ 

‘“*pecause he hasa branch house there as 
you say inthe Heraldthis morning. It Its his 
intention to fiave the vessel sail to the Port of 
Spain and there unload. Then tf Gen.Crespo 
is Willing to pay for the munitions of war 
owned by Gonzales they will be shipped to‘ 
Caracas or some other Venezuelan port on 
mantfest issued by the British Government. 
If Crespo will not, or cannot, pay for the 
arms Gonzales will dispose of them as best he 
can. The whole affairisa commercial spec- 
ulation, and there ts nothing whatever In the 
laws of the United States to justify the Sec- 
retary in refusing to aNow the vessel to leave 
this port. 

‘*Itsounds well to talk of international 
courtesy, butthereisno government at this 
day in Venezuela. ‘The country isin a condl- 
tion approaching anarchy. Minister Peraza 
may be relieved of his authority at any 
moment. However, it is not on that ground 
that | base my appealto the Government of 
the United States forthe release ofthe ship. 
Jaadavised Mr. Gonzales and Guillelmo Smith, 
who was his purchasing agent, that they 
woulda be within thelawin making up the 
cargo. They declared their freight frankly 
and honestly. Then when clearance papers 
were refused I carefully looked up the law 
and'found that sec.5283 of the revised statutes 
deciares It a misdemeanor foracitizen tofit 
outor’ furnish a vessel to crulse or 
commit hostilities against a nation at 
peace with the United States. 
Anyone who did this would forfeit the vessel 
and cargo, But we have not. fitted up the 
South Portiand as a cruiser. She could not 
engage in warfare. She is simply a mer- 
chant vessel with a legitimate cargo. If we 
have violated any law of the United States 
we are ready to take the consequences. We 
believe we have been acting properly and 
thatitisan outrage that our vessel should 
be detained. 

**The legal basis for the whole transaction 
may be referred to the cases of the Itata and 
the Carondelet. The proceedings about those 
boats established the ground upon which 
we are working.’’ 


IN A STATE OF ANARCHY. 


CONSUL HANNA DEFIES DICTATOR MENDOZA— 
ALMOST A COLLISION, 

PANAMA, Sept. 12.—Further news of the an- 

archical state of affairs existing in Venezuela 
isat hand. Gen. Pepper, Mendoza’s com- 
mander at La Guayra, on the morning of 
Sept. % received orders from Caracas to 
squeeze a large sum of money from the mer- 
chants of that place. . 
' Gen. Echevereya, Pepper’s Adjutant, at 
once summoned all the leading merchants of 
the place to the Governor’s office, and when 
they were assembled informed them they 
were prisoners until they paid In sums rang- 
ing from $500 to $2,000. The German, Dutch, 
swedish, Norwegian, Belgian, Brazillan, Ar- 
gentine and Costa Rican Consuls and Amer'l- 
can Vice-Consul, Golding, agent of the Red 
D steamers and the manager of Boulton’s 
firm here, were also arrested. 

An appeal was made to American Consul 
Hanna for protection. Mr. Hanna at once 
saw the Spanish,Britisn and French Consuls, 
laid the matter before them and they all 
agreed toacttogether. The commanders of 
the Duteh, French, Spanish and German 
warships also promised their hearty co- 
operation. With this backing Mr. Hanna 
formally demanded the unconditional re- 
lease ofthe other cousuls and tbe foreign 
warships. Pepper hesitated. The foreign 
warships got upsteam,the Venezuelan forces 
beat to arms and the guns at Fort la Vigia 
were run out. Fora while the situation was 
sericus and it lovked as thougha collision 
was unavoidable, but Mendoza, Gearing of 
the situation, telephoned from Caracas for 
Pepper to comply with the demand and to do 
anything necessary toavert the trouble. He 
then called his lieutenants to the Casa 


claiming Guillermo Tell Villegas Pwido, a 
nephew of ex-President Villesas, ,as Presi. 
dent 2nd a member of the Federal Council. 
Pulido at once began the formation of a 
cabinet, leaving Mendoza out. Itis belleved 
that Mendoza will attempt to escape from 
the Republic with the booty’he has secured 
from the pillage of the capital and from 
forcedloans. Gens. Pepper and Echevereya 
called the consuls together at the house of 
the Spanish Consul and informed them of the 
change in administration and informed them 
that hereafter they would respect foreign In- 
terests. Consul Hanna is generally com-

—Origin and Purpose of the Expedi- 
tion. ; 


St. Jouns, Newfoundland, Sept. 12.—The 
Kite arrived here yesterday from North 
Greenland, from whence it sailed on Aug. 24. 
On board are the entire Peary relief expedi- 
tionin good health, with Lieut. and Mrs. 
Peary and party, except Mr. Voorhof, who 
it is believed lost his Mfe shortly after the re- 
turn of the party from Robertson’s Bay, 
while on an expedition of his own toa neigh- 
boring Fsquimau settlement. Mr.  Ver- 
hoeff came from Louisville, Ky., and was 
about 2% years old. With the exception of 
this casualty the two expeditions have been

PEARY’S STORY. | 

Lieut, Peary gives the foliowing interest- 
ing account of hisexpefiefice: 

‘Two days-after the Kite left last year Red 
Clift House was stfficiently .completed to af- 
ford a somewhat better protection than the 
tent from the constant rains and heavy 
winds which prevailed for ten days follow- 
ing her departure, andI was moved into it 
and stowed on a plie of boxesin one corner. 
Two weeks later, the house being completed 
externally, Isent Gibson in the Faith, with 
Dr. Cook, Astrup and Verhoef, to 
Northumberland and UHakluyt Islands to 
bring back a native hunter and family, anda 
supply of birds from the great lameries on 
these islands, The party returned in six 
days, after a successful trip, bringing a large 
number of birds, and my hunter, Ikwa, with 
his wife, Mane, two children, dogs, tupic, 
sledge and kayak or boat. Work then com- 
menced on the outer stone and turf wall 
which was to inclose Red Clif House and 
protect it from thecold and storms of the 
long Arctic night. 

‘*On the Ist of September the entire party 
went to the head of McCormick Bay to start 
the Humboldt Glacier depot. The party— 
Astrup, Gibson and Verhoeff—left on Sept. 
7,.and returned four days later, baffled 
by bad weather and deep snow. Astrup and 
Gibson started again on Sept. 22, and re- 
‘turned seven days later, having penetrated 
an estimated distance of thirty miles toward 
Humboldt Glacier. During the absence of 
these parties I made several boat trips to 
different places for deer and then attempted 
toexplore Inglefleld Gulf, accompanied by 
Mirs. Peary, Dr. Cook, Matt Henson and my 
native hunter. 

*‘‘I was stopped by young ice and nearly 
lost my boat In an attack from a herd of an- 
gry walrus, seven of which we killed, 

TAE LONG ARCTIC NIGHT. 

**On Oct, 1 the young ice stopped all further 
boat work, and two weeks later sled trips 
were inaugurated. By this time I had dis- 
carded crutches and could hobble about with 
a cane. The beginning of the long night 
found us with thirty-one reindeer, several 
setis and walrus, and several hundred birds 
in our larder, and a warm, snug house to 
shelterus. More natives came and settled 
near us, and the winter passed rapidly in the 
preparation of our deer skins, the making of 
our ifur clothing, sledges, skier and other 
equipment, and the visits of the natives from 
all parts of the coast. The return of the sun 
in the middle of February was marked by a 
furious storm, accompanied by torrents of 
rain anda temperature of more than 40 deg. 
Fahrenheit. During forty-eight hours the 
entire region was sweptand washed almost 
bare of snow, and Ked Cliff was nearly 
flooced, 

‘*The fine weather in March and April, 
though the jemperature was between 40 deg. 
and 50 deg. below zero, found us all in good 
condition and gave opportunities forskianda 
snowshoe practice and the completion of my 
inland ice equipmenc, 

**In the middle of April, with Mrs. Peary 
and my native criver, on asledge drawn by 
thirteen dogs, I startea onthe tour of the 
islands and shores of Whale Sound and Ingle- 
held Gulf... Seven days laterl was back at 
Ked Cliff, having traveled some 250 miles be- 
hind my wild wolves, visiting all the natives 
in the gulfand discovering the Leidy, Heil- 
pin, Tracy, Farluhar, felville, Meehan, 
Sun, Brinton, Hart, Hubbard, Sharp 
and Dahleren glaciers, Mounts Daly 
Putnam and Adams and. the sculptured 
cliffs of Kanak. Upon mfy. return, Dr. Cook, 
Astrup, Gibson, twelve dogsand all the male 
and Esquimaux. at Red@*Cliff began trans- 
porting the inland ice supplies and equip- 
menttoand upon the ice at the head of Mc- 
Cormick Bay. I joined them with Matt and 
twelve dogs on May 3, and after interruptions 
and delays fromrstorms ard the steep gra‘les 
of the outer portion of the iniand ice every- 
thing was hrought to the rolling surface UP 
the true ice-cap at an elevation of some four 
thousand feet, The real start may be said to 
have commenced on May i5. At this time 
there were four of us and sixteen dogs, Matt 
having been invalided home. 

**On May 24, on the edge of the great basin 
of the Humbolct glacier, about one hundred 
and thirty miles from McCormick Bay, Gib- 
sonand Dr. Cook forming the supporting 
party, turned back with twe dogs; Astrup 
and myself, with the remaining dogs, went 
on. At midnight of May 31 we looked down 
into Petermann Flord from the edge of Its 
great glacier feeder basin. Eight days later 
we saw the landat the head of St. George’s 
Fiord, andthen for two weeks were baffled 
and harassed by storms, fog, crevasses and 
steep ice slopes while trying to weather the 
feeder basins of the St. George’s and Sher- 
man Osborne giacler system, the Hatteras of 
the Northern island‘ice sea. 

*‘On June 26 we were underthe 82d paral. 
lel when the land which I had been keeping 
in view tothe Northwest confronted me to 
the North and Northeast and thento the 
Kast, defiecting me tothe Southeast. After 
marching four Gaysto the Southeast, the 
land still extending Southeast and Kast, I 
made direct for it toward a large opening in 
the mountains, visidle over the nearer 
summit, and landed on July 1, 

AT INDEPENDENCE BAY. 

‘On July 4, after three days’ travel over 
land, I reached the head of Great B » lati- 
tude 81 deg. 37 min,, longitude 24 dex., 
Opening east and northeast. I named this 
Independence Bay in honor of the day, and 
the great glacier fowing north into it Acad- 
emy Glacier, 

reached the inland ice againon July 7, 
with foot-gear eut.to pleees and ourselves 
and dogs exhaustelor dead. We were lame 
fromthe bard climbing, sere stones and 
frequent falls we had met. This land, red and 
brown in color, ané almost entirely free of 
snow, is covered with glacieral debris 
and sharp stones of all sizes. Flowers, in: 
Sects and musk oxen are abundant. We shot 
five musk oxen and a large number of birds. 
Traces of foxes, hares, ptarmigan and pos- 
sibly wolves, were seen. The surface of the 
bay Was Covered with winter’s still unbroken 
poi prisoning the icebergs from the great

PEARY’S PARTY. 

Peary sailed from New York on his expedl- 
tion on the 5th of June, 1891. He is a native 
of Maine, a wiry, splendid specimen of 
physical manhood, an enthusiastic student 
of arctic explorations, well or = by educa- 
tion and previous experien@e in Greenland 
for the leadership of suth an expedition, and 
considered fully competent to bring the ad- 
venture to a suceesssul termination. He was 
appointed a civil engineer in the navy in Oc- 
tober, 1881, and holds the relative rank of 
Lieutenant. His last naval duty was at the 
League Island Navy Yard, where he was in 
charge of the contractors’ work in connec- 
tion with building a dry-dock. 

The Kite left Peary and his companions 
alone in the arctic wilds on July 30. His party 
consisted of himselfand wife and Messrs. 
Gibson, Astrup, Verhoeff, Henson and Cook, 
sevenin all. The party which returned on 
the Kite was distinct from the Peary explor- 
ing expedition, and was under the direction 
of Prof. Heilprin, who commanded the pro- 
posed relief party. 

Peary some years ago madeatrip to God- 
haven, on Disce Island, where he penetrated 
a long distance into the interior of Greenland 
over the ice cap in which that ,country Is 
buried. This gave him the idea of takinga 
similar excursion over the ice cap in a more 
remote region, with a view to determine 
the northern extremit of Green- 
land, the position o which has 
never been ascertained. Some scientists 
‘think that Greenland extends to abcve % 
deg. north; others are convinced that it 
reaches 350 miles further, or to the pole itself. 
Peary went north tofind out which party ts 
right, his own opinion being thatabout 85 
deg. northis its extreme limit. Pe took 
his scheme to the Academy of Natural 
Sciences in -Philadelphia, an Institution 
which backed the Arctic explorer, 
Kane, and which has always been 
liberal intraising funds forthe settlement of 
scientific problems, Tothem he argued that 
if his party could reach Whaie Sound, in 
about latitude 77 deg.30 min. north, a trip 
over the ice cap in the following springanda 
subsequent retreat to Danish Greenland in 
whale boats would be easy. Allhe wanted 
was sOme backingfor the equipment and 
transportation north of his party. Once 
there the exploration andthe return would 
take care of themselves.

NEAREST THE NORTH POLE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 12.—The stars 
and stripes have been planted at the two 
points nearest the North Pole yet reached by 
eivilized man. The Navy Department to-day 
received the following telegram from Lieut. 
Peary, at 8t. Johns, Newfoundlaad. 

The United States Navy claims the highest discov- 
eries on Greenland east coast, independence Bay, 
83 Jeg. north lat. 34 deg. west long., discovered 
July 4, 1892. Greenland ice cape ends south of 
Victoria inlet. 

The highest point heretofore attained on 
the east coast ts 75 or 77 deg. and was made 
by Holdenby, a Germaa. 

The highest point on the west coast was 83 
deg.,. made by Lockwood and Brainard of the 
Greely expeditteon. Naval officers are de- 
lighted at the success of Peary and his tele- 
gram was received with much pleasure. 
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“THE BEHREN’S BABY.” 


No Record of Its Alleged Birth Appears 
in the Health Commissioner’s Office. 


The mystery of the alleged Mantell- Behrens 
baby, the story of which,in connection with 
the suit for divorce begun against Actor Rob- 

ert Mantell, was told in yesterday’s SUNDAY 
Post- DISPATCH, promises to become the most 
interestiug feature of that suit. 

The Daby was allegedto have been born in 
St. Louls on Nov. 3, 1891. Mantell and Miss 
Behrens, his leading lady, were playing an 
engagement atthe Olympic Theater during 
that week, and Miss Behrens was suddenly 
taken illon that. very day, being ynable to 
appear again during the St. Louis engage- 
ment. 


Just where Miss Behrens was stopping at 
that exact time seems to be difficult to learn. 
Also, ifa baby was born, as Mrs. Mantell 
alleges was acknowledged by her husband, 
there was notrace of the child left in St. 
Louis, Miss Behrens registered atthe Lin- 
dell Hotel on Thursday,. Nov. 5, after having 
then been in St. Louis for famr days and left 
on Saturday, Nov. 7. No hint of the ‘*baby 
episode,’’ apparently, got out during her 
stay at the Lindell. 
These facts were developed in an investiga- 
tion made on Saturday by a Pust-DisraTcu 
reporter. To-day a visit was made to the 
Heaith Commissioner’s office to learn if the 
official record of births Kept at_that office 
would furnisn any clew to the a ed birth 
of the Mantell-BKehrens abe. But these 
records were as silent as though the dramatic 
interest of a three-act, play demande 
the successful concealment of the record 
of birtn dn the interest of the 
stage villain and his dark plots. There were 
plenty of babies born during November, 1891, 

ut among all the list there is not one entry, 
the name, date and. location of which would 
justify the suspicion that it contained the 
secret of the alleged Mantell-Behrens baby. 
The statement was made at the Health Office 
that.it is probable, if such a baby was born 
in St. Louls, there was no report of the birth 
made, as the Health Department has no 
means of rigidly enforcing the law requiring 
such reports.

Canadian Representatives Visit Quaran- 
tine Island at New York. 

NEw YorK, Sept. 12.—One of the most im- 
portant and interesting features of the 
present quarantine against cholera. at 
this Port developed late this afternoon. Two 
secret representatives of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment have been in this city and have 
visited quarantine stations daily for 
the purpose of keeping the Health 
officers of that Government fuily 
informed as to what was being done by 
the authorities here to prevent the.cholera 
from entering this city. Upon the reports of 
these secret agents it is said depends the 
question whether the Canadian Government 
willestablish a‘complete and rigid quaran- 
tine by water and rall against New York. 

The fact has leaked out that Mayor Grant’s 
nocturnal trip to Lower Quarantine on 
Tuesday to test the efficiency of the 
police patrol established around 
the pest infected steamships 
nearly resulted in serious consequences to the 
city’s chief megistrate. He boardeda tug on 
Tuesday night and steamed down into the 
Lower Bay and ordered the Captain of the 
tug tomake dlrectly but as quietly as possibile 
for the steamship Normannia. 

The Mayor’s tug had scarcely passed 
within the prohibited distance, when

READING RAILWAY EMPLOYKS., 


Protesting Against the Tyrannical Atti- 
‘ tude of the Road’s Officials. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa,, Sept...12.—The. com- 
mittee répresenting the employes of the 
Reading Railroad system, which has been 
in this city for several days -awaiting 
President McLeod’s return frcm New York, 
held a conference with him yesterday after - 
noon to learn the policy of the company 
toward its employes. The committee said 
they had no grievances, but want the rules 
in~ régard to the employment of new 
men changed. The particularly objectiona- 
ble clauses are the refusal of the company to 
employ new men unless they jointhe Reading 


Relief Association, to which the company 
contributes $100,000 per year, anf the 
refusal of the company to employ new men un- 
less they are not members ofany labor organi- 
zation and agree to not become members. 
President McLeod talked about the company’s 
reasons for this stand and the conference 
ended after half an hour’s session, The 
committee then helda secret meeting at the 
St. Charles Hotel. Engineer Clapp of the 
Jersey Central road, who ts chairman 
of the committee, presided. At 4 o’clock 
the session ended, and Chairman Clapp an- 
nounced that the conference with President 
McLeod was not altogether satisfactory 
and that there would be another, an 
probably final, one on Monday. A 
member ofthe committee said the precinct 
trouble wasall onaccount of the blanks iIs- 
sued to applicants for employment, which 
read thus: ‘‘Are you a member of a 
labor organization, andif so, what one? If 
a member, will you withdraw and refuse 
to support or belong toany labor organization 
if you take service with this cumpany? 
Are you willing to become a member of the 
Philadelphia & Reading Kellef Association?’’ 
The men say thatthey are fighting for their 
rights as Amerivan citizens to belong to fra- 
ternal beneficial Organizations. The men 
say they donot underrate the power ofthe 
Reading Co. tocope withastrike. They say 
there ure scores of men inthe employ of the 
company who are capable of running a loco- 
motive, and the company can call upun 
them in case ofa strike by the Brotherhood 
of Engineers, 


LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS, 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 12.—Citlef Arthur 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
who ts here with Chief Wilkins of the Order 
of Railway Conductors and  #°P., M, 
Morrissey, * representing Chief Wilkin- 


son of the Order of Trainmen, and a 
grievance committee of Reading employes, 
said to-day that aconference would be held 
with President McLeod of the Reading 
on Tuesday. AS to its purpose, 
Mr. Arthur said: ‘*We do not Know what 
the outcome will be, but hope to see the 
the differences between the company and its 
employes amicably adjusted. If Mr. McLeod 
has been correctly quoted Dy the press, as I 
believe he has, the statement of the compa- 
ny’s position is misleading.’’ 

Mr. Arthur then quoted trom the published 
McLeod on Friday 
last as follows: 

‘*They ask that we modify our route or 
discontinue it altogether with reference to 
the labor organizations. We do not employ 
any new men unless they show that they 
are not membDers of labor organizations and 
agree that they will not become connected 
with any Such.’’ 

‘*We are willing to concede,’’ sald Mr. Ar- 
thur, the right of the company toimpose 
such conditions upon us when we enter their 
service, and also that we have the right to 
either accept them or reject them, 
But when the President of the 
Reading Ratiroad Co. calls two men into Ris 
office who were not employed under such 
conditions and who had consequently never 
accepted them, asks them df they are mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers and because they tell the truth 
and admit that they are, he discharges 
them, that we declare is unjust. That Is 
what he has done, and that is our grievance. 
Upon that grievance we will take issue with 
any railroad in this country.’’ 

**Will the conductors support you?’’ he was 
asked. 

“Jou, 

‘*Wiil the telegraphers, 
swiitchmen and brakemen?’’ 

‘*Yes, all the tratnmenjhavejpromised their 
assistance, and that Is why the chiefs of 
their organizations are coming here to join 
in the conference with the raliroad officiais.

The man who has seen the big fights is an 
interesting personage these days, who finds 
it harder to talk business than to give remi- 
niscences of the great carnival of fists. A 
Post-DISPATCH reporter cornered a@ promi- 
nent. business man this morning, who, 
though not averse to telling what he 
saw in New Orleans, was decidedly 


against having his name published in con- 
nection with it. ‘‘There are a hundred men 
perhaps in that pit over there,’’ he said, 
leaning against the rostrum on ’Change, ‘‘and 
they are making a fair share of noise. There 
were 700 times more in the arena the 
night of the big fight and the tumult was 
proportionately, greater. Such ah assem- 
blage I never before witnessed. Faces, 
faces, faces everywhere row upon row from 
the bright ring-side up into the dark 
shadows of the eaves. Andsuch a motley 
gathering! Every ciass was represented from 
McAllister’s 400 to. the offscourings of hu- 
manity, All sorts and conditions of sports 
were there, from the cool, pale -faced 
gambler to the loud-mouthed flash with the 


headlight in his shirt front. 

‘*Honest John’’ Kelly, who had $21,000 at 
stake on the outcome camein withg Ahilari- 
ous partyand sat in a private box, The 
flashing of a glass door knob in an expansive 
shirt front, dimming the glare of the 
electric Nghts, told where Steve Brodie 
held down a reserved seat. Overin one of 
the boxes Foxhall Keene and a friend sat 
lazily waving big) palm-leaf fans. Foxy 
adjusted his m¢nodie, for one moment, but 
Gerisive hovélsand flying cigar buts made 
him change his determination to view the 


fight through it. 

Bat Masterson, sunbrowned and moody, 
stood nearthering., Bat was ruminating on 
the outcome of his bets on Corbett; nobody 
disturbs him where he stands, for the six- 
shooter gleam in bis eyes has a very ‘‘Keep 
oif the grass’’ look. 

Here and there in the dense throng there 
flashed an upturned beer bottle or 
a sandwich in the hands of 
a hungry spectator. Down under the rail 
of the gallery in sec. A sat a baldheaded man 
with hiseyes fixed in feverish anticipation 
bn the ring. Somebody up above with a 
seltzer bottle pressed the button and the 
baldheaded man did the rest. There 
was a wild, delirious yell, followed by a war 
dance. There wasarush of policemen and 
the man with the seitzer bottle was thrown 
out. Bob Fitzsimmons and Joe Choynski 
cecupied seats at the ringside. Bob was dic- 
tuting an expert review of the fixhttoare- 
porter and Joe was attracting attention by 
his loud English cap. Jack Skelly, 
with a swollen face, occupled a 
front seat; along with him were 
Bully Reynolds and Jack Sheehan, Some 
commotion was caused at the door by the re- 
fusal to admit two parties. ‘ihey were 
dressed as men, but tbeir walk and 
countenances revealed their sex. After 
they had changed their attire they were 
allowed to witness the contest from the Gov- 
ernor’s room. Among the other noted spec- 
tators were Parson Davies, J. J. Kennedy,

Vhe gathering was interesting to an out- 
sider, asit gave an Opportunity to outsiders 
to elbow all the pugilistic celebrities he has 
beeh reading about during the past 
month. it was a remarkably demo- 
cratic assembly, and linen garments, striped 
shirts and traveling caps were the proper 
caper. Lem McGregor the *‘St. Joe Kid,’’ 
startled the whole assemblage by proudly 
marching intothe hall in correct evening 
attire. ‘*One-Eyed’’ Connelly, Liney 
‘racy and Ike English were shocked speech- 

ss by his appearance. English recovered 

rst, and, approaching him, said: 

‘*For heaven’s sake, do you want to ruin 
your reputation?) Why do you come here to 
taunt us with such clothes?’’ 

‘*Sir,’’ repliedthe Kid indignantly, ‘‘it is 
customary for every gentleman to don a 
dress suit before dinner, and I do not wish to 
put myself on record jas Violating one of the 
most stringent laws of soclety.’’ 

This deciaration threw English into a dead 
faint. The ‘‘Kid’’ was one of the lions of the 
evening, and went around declaring himself 
on the big fight.

The next great battle which will be ar- 
ransedisa contest between Jim Hall, the 
conqueror of Ted Pritchard, ‘England’s 
champion puyilist, and Bob Fitsimmons, the 
middle-weight champion of America. Both 
men have a great standing in pugtiistic cir- 
cles, Fitzsimmons having defeated the 
American champion middle-weight, and 
Hall the champion of England, whom the 
sporting men in England claimed tu bea 
second Tom Sayers, It is an open question 
whether Hallor Fitzsimmons has gained the 
most laurels inthe prize ring, and who pos.- 
sesses the best record. Dempsey, at the time 
Fitzsimmons defeated him, was a non- 
pareil, having never met with defeat, 
and sporting men looked upon him as invin- 
cible. There was a bigger surprise at Demp- 
sey’s defeatthan there was at Pritchard’s 
Waterioo, probably because Pritchard lived 
in England, and few American sporting men 
ever saw him him perform.
